The  soil  should  be  prepared  about  18  inches  deep  and  care 
should  be  taken  to  see  that  it  is  properly  drained.  By  preparing 
soil  we  mean  just  a  good  garden  soil  well  fertilized.  Plant  roses 
from  18  inches  to  2  feet  apart,  digging  the  holes  large  enough 
so  that  the  roots  may  be  spread  out  and  deep  enough  to  cover 
the  bud  or  graft  of  the  plant  at  least  2  inches.  Be  sure  to  pack 
soil  firmly  around  the  roots  and  water  after  planting. 

Your  rose  garden  should  be  kept  free  from  weeds  and  well 
cultivated.  You  will  find  spraying  necessary  to  keep  plants  and 
blooms  free  from  disease  and  insects.  We  shall  be  pleased  to 
recommend  spraying  materials  for  this  purpose  on  recjuest.
